RIOUS ANTIQUES. 

SPU 

Many Forgeries Clever Enough to De- 
ceive the Experts. / 

In the manufacture of antiquities the 
forger shows an ingenuity that is up- 
limited. Furniture, prints, china, pic- 
tures, plate, armor, ivory, bronze, 
tapestry—all are most successfully iml- 
tated. Many such imitations are, It 
is true, clumsy enough, but a great 
many deceive even the initiated. The 
experts of national museums have been 
imposed upon more than once, 

The British museum bought a Palls- 
sy plate for $250. While an attendant 
was handling it one of the seals at: 
tached to its back, attesting its genus 
fineness, became detached, disclosing 
the mark of a modern French potter. 
Terra cotta figures of Isis and Osiris, 
bought by the same fustitution for 
thousands of dollars, were discovered 
to be composed of modern clay, There 
is one forger of antiquities whose spe 
clalty is old leather jacks; another pro» 
duces horn books; still another turns 
out mediaeval manuscripts; a fourth, 
clerical vestments of the middle ages, 
and so on, 

An expert of the Smithsonian inst! 
tution was called upon not long ago to 
pass upon a specimen of a mummy 
servant, an effigy, in a plastic material, 
such as the Egyptians buried with 
their dead. Close examination proved 
it to be made of putty. It was a very 
clever forgery. 

Count Tyskiewiez, a noted judge and 
collector of antiquities, gives some in- 
teresting details of the forgeries that 
have been attempted from the earliest 
times. No metal lent itself so easily 
to this work as gold, Etruscan jewelry 
has been largely manufactured io 
Italy, but Syria has carried on the 
most extensive forgery of gold works 
of art. Forgeries in silver bave been 
less successful, 

A good story ts told of a forged sil- 
ver cup in Rome that purported to 
have come from some secret excava- 
tion In Sicily. This “ancient” cup was 
ornamented with a circular bas-relief 
representing the frieze of the Parthe 
non, In the height of his innocence the 
forger had given the frieze In its pres- 
ent ruined condition. The cup obtained 
an immediate success—shouts of laugh- 
ter,

For supper 
there is the hoecake, which should be 
of a generous thickness, and it should 
be eaten with gravy distilled from the 
juices of a country cured ham, or, ff 
you please, a dish of mush and milk,

GRAVITATION. 


The Mystery ef This Wonderful Fores 
in Nature. 
When plants are grown in recepta- 


cles fastened to the rim of a rapidly 
revolving wheel, the shoots and leaves 
grow toward the center and the roots 
away from the center of revolicion. 
This is remarkable as showing the in- 


fluence of centrifugal motion upon 


growth. 


But the earth, any point in whose 


surface at the equator passes through 


fifteen miles in one minute, bas a cen- 
trifugal motion so swift and so great 
that it is almost inconceivable. Why, 
then, reasoning on the basis of this 
wheel experiment, do not trees and 
plants grow in the directions they are 
urged by this centrifugal force—name- 
ly, with leaves and boaghs toward the 
earth's center and roots pointing to the 
sky?

Whether 
this overmastering force which we call 
Srevitation is electrical or what it is 
BO oue bas yet been able to discover. 
There can be no doubt that it is the 
greatest force we know of. 

To unvell the mystery of it woula be 
to become masters of a power whose 
possibilities dazzle the buman mind 
It would simplify the problem of build- 
ing, water and air navigation, projee- 
tiles and many other branches of me- 
chanics. It would revolutionise pre» 
ent methods,

Electric Light Bulbs. 

it has been remarked that the effee 
tive life of incandescent electric lamps 
is much longer with clear than with 
ground glass bulbs. E, P. Hyde ex- 
plains this fact as follows: A thin de 
posit of carbon is formed on the in- 
terior surface of the bulbs, and this 
absorbs a certain portion of the radia- 
tion from the filament. When the 
slass is clear the light passes straight 
through, suffering a definite loss from 
the carbon film. When the glass is 
frosted the light undergoes many re- 
fleetions in the interior of the bulb 
from the innumerable facets, and at 
each reflection it loses something on 
account of the obstructing film. ‘The 
consequence is that the total amount 
of loss is much greater with ground 
glass than with clear glass. Me. 
Hyde's experiments show that the fila- 
ment lasts as long in the one kind of 
bw> as in the other.

The partial rebuilding of Canonbury 
Tower will no doubt save from early 
ruin one of the most interesting land: 
marks of London—almost as valuable 
a link with the past as Crosby Hall. 
Although the well-known brick tower 
probably datee only from Henry 
VIII's day, Canonbury House is 
supposed to have been built as long 
ago as 1362, when Poictiers was a very 
recent memory; and its palmiest days 
were probably at the close of the 16th 
century, when it had for tenant “rich 
Spencer,” one of London's most fa- 
mous chief magistrates. It was from 
Canonbury House, so tradition says, 
that young Lord Compton carried off 
Sir John Spencer's only daughter in 
a baker's basket under the very eyes 
of her father; and in the ditches close 
by a Dunkirk pirate, with a dozen of 
his men, lay in waiting to kidnap the 
wealthy merchant on his way home 
from the city. Lord Keeper Coventry 
lived for a time at Canonbury House, 
and in 1635 the Earl of Denbigh died 
there. Among later men of note whom 
this historic house haa sheltered were 
Speaker Onslow, Humphreys, an 18th 
century poet of some repute, and, chief 
ot all, Oliver Goldsmith, whose room 
is still pointed out on the first floor 
of Ue tower,
